THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of Merrimack 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday, 
the 13th day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon (the polls closing 
at 6:00 p.m.) to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town is in favor of the adoption of Amendment Number 1, 
as proposed by the Planning Board, for the Town of Wilmot’s Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance as follows: 

Amend Article IV, Section V to reflect certain technical amendments to 
Wilmot’s Floodplain Management Ordinance as required by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency in order to maintain Wilmot residents’ 
eligibility for the National Flood Plain Insurance Program? 


3. To see if the Town is in favor of the adoption of Amendment Number 2, 
as proposed by the Planning Board, and the Ad Hoc Committee for the Town of 
Wilmot’s Planning and Zoning Ordinance as follows: 

Amend Article II of the ordinance by creating two new commercial districts; 
designating the two village districts and the residential district, and; speci- 
fying permitted uses and special exceptions that may be undertaken in each 
of the aforementioned districts? 


4. To see what action the Town will take on the following article: 
Do you approve of having 2 sessions for the annual town meeting in this 
town, the first session for choice of town officers elected by an official ballot 
and other action required to be inserted on said official ballot on regular 
town meeting date and the second session, on a date set by the Selectmen 
for transaction of other business? 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 
13th day of March, next at seven of the clock in the afternoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the notes secur- 
ing such loans when it is necessary. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material 
or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material 
or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 





8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,469.00 
(Two thousand four hundred and sixty-nine dollars and no cents) for the Lake 
Sunapee Home Health Care, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 
(One thousand two hundred dollars and no cents) for the New London Hospital. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000.00 
(Twenty-five thousand dollars and no cents) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Com- 
pany, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ll. To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional planning com- 
mission, organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and to 
appropriate the sum of $776.00 (Seven hundred seventy-six dollars and no cents) 
as the Town’s share of the annual operating expense of the regional planning com- 
mission to be used in conjunction with other state and federal funds available for 
planning purposes. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,027.00 
(Two thousand twenty-seven dollars and no cents) for the continuation of services 
to the low income residents of Wilmot through the Kearsarge Valley Area Center 
of the Community Action Program, Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. Recom- 
mended by the Selectmen. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 
(Three thousand dollars and no cents) to help in the operation of the Wilmot Learn- 
ing Place, a non-profit organization which is incorporated and licensed in accor- 
dance with RSA 292 and RSA 17:E-3. This appropriation is to be used for Wilmot 
students only. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
(Two thousand dollars and no cents) to be used towards the cost of maintenance 
of the Wilmot Community Center, maintained and operated by the Wilmot Com- 
munity Association. Requested by Maureen Clorite and others. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,800.00 
(One thousand eight hundred dollars and no cents) for the New London Ambulance 
Service. Recommended by the Selectmen. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 
(Five hundred dollars and no cents) for the handling of hazardous household waste. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,000.00 
(Seven thousand dollars and no cents) for the purpose of mandatory recycling. 
This money to be spent for alterations to the transfer station to accommodate this 
end as well as equipment necessary for collection, storage and transportation of 
said recyclables. Recommended by the Selectmen. 

18. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V and VI for an optional 
veterans’ exemption and an expanded qualifying war service for veterans seeking 
the exemption? The optional veterans’ exemption is $100.00 rather than $50.00. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


19. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional property 
tax exemption on residential property for a service-connected total disability? The 
optional disability exemption is $1,400.00 rather than $700.00. Recommended by 
the Selectmen. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund for the 
Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department for the purpose of establishing a building fund 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 (Five thousand dollars and no cents) 
to be paid into the Capital Reserve Fund, according to RSA 35:1. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $592.00 
(Five hundred and ninety-two dollars and no cents) for the installation and opera- 
tion of street lights on the village end of Village Road at Kearsarge Valley Road 
and at the junction of the easterly end of Village Road and Route Il. Requested 
by Micheline Broadhead and others. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to have the six members of the planning board, 
presently appointed by the Selectmen, selected by ballot in accordance with RSA 
673:2B as requested by Micheline Broadhead and others. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $43,500.00 
(Forty three thousand five hundred dollars and no cents) for a new truck, body 
and sander with $17,738.00 (Seventeen thousand seven hundred and thirty-eight 
dollars and no cents) from the Capital Reserve Trust Fund for equipment deducted 
leaving $25,762.00 (Twenty five thousand seven hundred sixty-two dollars and no 
cents) to be raised by taxation. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to establish a fee system for commercial waste 
and demoliton debris left at the transfer station site and to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to enact a fee schedule and regulations to administer the fee system, 
subject to the following conditions: 


1. Only commercial waste and demolition debris from Wilmot shall be 
accepted. 


2. The fees shall reasonably reflect the Town’s cost of disposing of such 
waste but shall not be less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) per pickup 
truck load or equivalent. 


3. The fees shall be collected through a coupon system so that there is no 
money exchanged at the transfer station site. 


4. Prior to the adoption or amendment of rules, regulations or fee schedules, 
the Selectmen shall hold a public hearing, notice for which shall be given 
at least seven (7) days prior to the hearing by posting in two public places 
in the Town and by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the Town. The notice shall include the proposed schedule of fees. 


Recommended by the Selectmen. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to designate the Frank Sargent Trust for use 
by the Cemetery Trustees in cemetery upkeep, as per vote taken by the town meeting 
of March 12, 1929. Recommended by the Selectmen. 





26. To take the sense of the voters as to what they think about hiring a full-time 
Police chief and three part-time police officers. 

27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for any Federal 
or State grants that may be available. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept any grants 
that may be allocated to the town and expend same, per RSA 31:95b. Recommended 
by the Selectmen. 


29. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Earle Chandler is completing his 41st consecutive year on the Board of Select- 
men of either Bartlett or Wilmot. He was also elected the new chairman of the 
Republican Association of Merrimack County. 


Several events of the past year worth noting are detailed below. The initial phase 
of the total revaluation of the Town voted at the last town meeting is completed. 
The final completion date will be prior to the fall 1990 tax bills this summer. 


We have continued to work on cable television but have been slowed by con- 
tract negotiations with Cable One, and have had to have multiple contract revi- 
sions as requested by the Town Attorney. Hopefully the final revisions will be 
completed by the time of the town meeting. Completion of work date is fluid. 


We have attempted to enforce the dog control ordinances and hope improvements 
have been noticed. 


Our secretary, Carol Drake, has found the computer system bought this year 
enhances greatly her work and the various boards benefiting from her expertise 
have been more than pleased with the timely and professional reports. The 
Municipal Management Systems software, from Business Management Systems, 
has been purchased after in-depth study from the various software firms. This 
will allow integration of Town Clerk, Tax Collector and Town Office functions. 


The recycling committee has worked long and arduous hours and submitted a 
detailed report. We are requesting funds to begin mandatory recycling. The pro- 
cess recommended should allow a relatively easy transition to recycling. 


Your Board has been very concerned with the rising tax rate and is attempting 
to help sort out the difficult problems of increasing School District costs while 
maintaining quality education. The problems are real and severe as well as costly. 
Although the tax rates have risen abruptly over the past several years, it may be 
of some interest to note that the Towns’ ranking in the state has improved con- 
siderably from 189th in 1986 to 140th in 1987 and 112th in 1988. As bad as it is 
the effort to improve is making some progress. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the citizens of Wilmot for their 
support over the past year. Your help and encouragement has been gratifying.

WILMOT TOWN MEETING 
March 14, 1989 


ARTICLE 1: The polls opened at 10:00 a.m. and closed at 6:00 p.m. with 293 
ballots cast out of 590 registered voters. 


ARTICLE 6: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $327,477 to defray town charges for the ensuing year. Motion was seconded. 
He then proceeded to explain the budget line item by line item. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 7: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 7 as writ- 
ten “To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the notes secur- 
ing such loans when it is necessary.’ Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. 
Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 8: Mrs. Sally Caterine made the motion to adopt Article 8 as writ- 
ten ‘“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,242.00 
(Two thousand two hundred and forty-two dollars and no cents) for the Lake 
Sunapee Home Health Care, Inc.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. 
Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 9: Mr Keith Fleury made the motion to adopt Article 9 as written 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 (Twenty- 
five thousand dollars and no cents) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc.” 
Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 10: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 10 as 
written ‘“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 
(One Thousand two hundred dollars and no cents) for the New London Hospital.” 
Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article I] as writ- 
ten “‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material 
or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material 
Or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent.’ Motion was 
seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 12: Mr. Fred Griffin made the motion to adopt Article 12 as written 
“To see if the town will vote to be a member of the regional planning commis- 
sion, organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and to ap- 
propriate the sum of $776.00 (Seven hundred seventy-six dollars and no cents) as 
the Town’s share of the annual operating expense of the regional planning com- 
mission to be used in conjunction with other state and federal funds available for 
planning purposes.’ Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed 
unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 13: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 13 as writ- 
ten ““To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,931.00 
(Nineteen hundred thirty-one dollars and no cents) for the continuation of ser- 
vices to the low income residents of Wilmot through the Kearsarge Valley Area 
Center of the Community Action Program, Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc.’ 
Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 14: Mrs. Anita Sanborn made the motion to adopt Article 14 as writ- 
ten ““To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
(Two thousand dollars and no cents) to help in the operation of the Wilmot Learn- 
ing Place, a non-profit organization which is incorporated and licensed in accord- 
ance with RSA 292 and RSA 17:E-3. This appropriation is to be used for Wilmot 
students only.’ Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 15: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 15 as 
written ‘“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,665.00 
(One thousand six hundred sixty-five dollars and no cents) for the New London 
Ambulance Service.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 16: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 16 as writ- 
ten “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 (Five 
hundred dollars and no cents) for the handling of hazardous household waste.’ 
Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 17: Mrs. Thelma Minard made the motion to adopt Article 17 as writ- 
ten ‘““To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 (Twen- 
ty five thousand dollars and no cents) for building an addition to the Wilmot Public 
Library, this amount to be matched by Federal and Trust Funds.’ Motion was 
seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed, 8 opposed. 


ARTICLE 18: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 18 as 
written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,000.00 
(Eight thousand dollars and no cents) for a computer system for handling town 
records.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed, 5 opposed. 


ARTICLE 19: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 19 as 
written “To see if the Town will vote to appoint the Selectmen as the Franchising 
Authority with power to grant, renew, amend, or rescind for cause, franchises 
for the installation and operation of cable television systems in accordance with 
the provisions of RSA 53-C within the Town of Wilmot.’ Motion was seconded. 
Discussion followed. Motion passed, 9 opposed. 


ARTICLE 20: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 20 as writ- 
ten ‘“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 
(Forty thousand dollars and no cents) to have a complete revaluation by a private 
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appraisal firm that has been approved by the Department of Revenue Administra- 
tion. Revaluation to be completed for the tax year 1989 or thereafter.’ Motion 
was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed, 113 in favor and 40 opposed. 


ARTICLE 21: Ms. Marion Allen made the motion to adopt Article 21 as written 
‘To see if the town will vote to discontinue, subject to gates and bars and make 
Class VI, Pinnacle Road beginning at Marion Allen property and extending to 
the northwesterly boundary of her property, pursuant to NH RSA 231:45.” Mo- 
tion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion was defeated. 31 in favor and 
74 opposed. 


ARTICLE 22: Mrs. Stephanie Clarke made the motion to adopt Article 22 as 
written ““To see if the Town will vote to accept the following article as petitioned 
by Stephanie Clarke and others: ‘We the residents of Pinnacle Road and Wilmot, 
N.H., request that the weight limit on Pinnacle Road be reduced to 2% tons per 
vehicle. ’* Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion was defeated. 23 
in favor. 


ARTICLE 23: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 23 as writ- 
ten ““To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,800.00 
(Seven thousand eight hundred dollars and no cents) for so-called ‘cruiser time’ 
for the police department as requested by the former police chief.” Motion was 
seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed, 15 opposed. 


ARTICLE 24: Mr. Walter Morse made the motion to adopt Article 24 as writ- 
ten ““To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the disposal of barn tailings and manure 
within 150 feet from all surface waters and within 300 feet from all property lines 
as petitioned by Walter Morse and other.’ Motion was seconded. Discussion fol- 
lowed. Motion was defeated with 2 in favor. 


ARTICLE 25: Mr. Henry Doran made the motion to adopt Article 25 as writ- 
ten “To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s respresentatives to the 
General Court to respond to our solid waste crisis by taking all necessary measures 
to insure that New Hampshire adopt legislation that will permit consumers to return 
for refund of deposit within New Hampshire all soda, beer, wine cooler and li- 
quor containers and that all unclaimed deposit monies shall be collected by the 
state and no less than 80% shall be returned annually to local municipalities for 
the sole purpose of implementing, expanding and reimbursing community recycling 
projects, as petitioned by Anne Rowe and other.’ Motion was seconded. Discus- 
sion followed. Motion passed, 8 opposed. 


ARTICLE 26: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 26 as 
written ““To take the sense of the voters as to what they think about hiring a full 
time Police Chief for the town along with three part time officers.’ Motion was 
seconded. Discussion followed. The sense of the voters was that they did not want 
a full time police officer. 
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ARTICLE 27: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 27 as writ- 
ten “To see if the Town will vote pursuant to RSA 80:42 (3) to authorize the Select- 
men to quitclaim all interest in the +31 acre Muldoon parcel (Tax Map | Lot 
3) to the Estate of Arthur Muldoon in exchange for payment of $4,900.00 (Four 
thousand nine hundred dollars and no cents). The subject parcel was obtained 
by Collector’s Deed of June 12, 1985, but such Collector’s Deed have been nullified 
by a recent decision of the New Hampshire Supreme Court. The 14,900.00 (Four 
thousand nine hundred dollars and no cents) covers back taxes due since 1982 
plus interest.” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 28: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 28 as writ- 
ten “To see if the Town will vote to authoize the Selectmen to apply for any Federal 
or State grants that may be available.”” Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. 
Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 29: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 29 as writ- 
ten “To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept any grants 
that may be allocated to the town and expend same.”’ Motion was seconded. Discus- 
sion followed. Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 30: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting: 


Mrs. Fran Wilcox read a statement of protest in reference to the recent unsign- 
ed mailing concerning the Zoning Questions. 


The motion was made to adjourn, motion was seconded and the meeting was 
adjourned.

The Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company (WVFC) is a nonprofit organization 
established to provide the people of Wilmot with fire protection. The only town 
funding is the appropriation we request each year. The twenty-five members of 
the company are all volunteers. Only the Chief, Secretary and Treasurer receive 
a salary from the WVFC, the combined total being one hundred and fifteen dollars 
($115.00) per year. The members, in addition to responding to fires and other 
emergencies, also volunteer their time for other department activities. We have 
weekly work drills to maintain the building and equipment, monthly training drills 
and monthly meetings. The members also organize several fund-raising events, 
which this year raised over twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400.00) in profits for 
the department. The reward for this effort is simply the satisfaction gained by pro- 
tecting and serving our fellow citizens during fires and other emergencies. 


We have had another good year. The department has continued to grow in a 
positive direction. In addition to paying twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) towards 
the principal on the GMC Pumper and Int. Tanker, we have spent thirteen thou- 
sand dollars ($13,000.00) towards new equipment. The largest purchase was turn- 
out gear. This is the protective clothing now required to be worn by anyone work- 
ing at a fire. Everyone in the department now has the required protective clothing. 
We purchased two Scott Air packs giving us a total of five. These are the units 
which allow our members to enter smoke-filled buildings for rescue and firefighting 
purposes. We upgraded some of our older hose and added to our supply of fit- 
tings. We were fortunate to have approximately two thousand feet of 3-inch hose 
given to us by New London Fire Dept. This size hose allows us to move large 
volumes of water to the fire scene. We have already used this hose and have been 
very satisfied with it. We feel the purchases we have made this year will be very 
beneficial in allowing us to continue to provide the people of Wilmot with fire 
protection. 


The department is requesting the same amount, twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) 
in this year’s appropriation for operating expenses. In addition we are requesting 
five thousand ($5,000.00) to begin a building fund. As we look to the future we 
must plan, in the next several years, to replace our 1956 pumper. We hope to be 
able to purchase a new truck without a drastic increase in our current operating 
budget. Unfortunately the current building cannot fit a new truck. We have room 
for only two modern fire trucks due to the height of the ceiling. Both our older 
tanker and the *56 pumper are low enough to fit into the current station. The cur- 
rent station was built in the mid 1940’s and was not designed for the current size 
trucks found in the fire service. Despite several modifications the current building 
is becoming a problem. We have formed a building committee to research and 
formalize design of a new building, or a major renovation of the current building. 
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We are proposing a building fund now to start saving money towards this project, 
to avoid having to raise all the funds in a single year. 


On behalf of all the members of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, I would 
like to thank the townspeople for the continued support of our fund raising and 
your generous donations. 


Please remember — smoke detectors and home fire drills save lives!

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


This committee was appointed in January 1989 to study recycling as a possible 
solution to the twin problems of rising waste disposal costs and damaging effects 
of waste disposal on the environment. We were asked to report our recommenda- 
tions to the Selectmen by January of 1990. 


In May a State law was enacted which will require towns like Wilmot who deposit 
their waste in a private landfill, to reduce the tonnage by 15% in 1991 and 20% 
in 1992. So recycling now becomes a matter of urgency for Wilmot. 


The committee estimates that Wilmot has the potential to recover about 115 tons 
of recyclable materials per year from its household waste, including glass and plastic 
containers, aluminum and tinned cans, newspaper and cardboard. Because these 
materials can be re-used by industry and have a market value, we can make a 
significant reduction in the cost of waste disposal by separating them and return- 
ing them to the marketplace. In the process we will help protect the environment 
and conserve natural resources. 


The committee’s report to the Selectmen considers various alternatives and 
recommends that the Town negotiate a two-year contract to deliver our recyclables 
to New Hampshire Recycling Center, a privately owned materials recovery facili- 
ty which is now under construction at the Hooksett Industrial Park and is scheduled 
to open in July 1990. If the Townspeople accept our proposal we can begin as 
early as this summer to separate our recyclables and effect a reduction in our waste 
disposal costs. Over the course of the two years we shall continue to investigate 
alternatives while learning how well this program works. 


The committee also recommends that Wilmot follow the example of neighbor- 
ing towns and establish a fee for the disposal of commercial waste (as distinct 
from household waste), including demolition debris. 


Finally, the committee recommends that a permanent Waste Management Com- 
mittee be established to take over from the recycling committee and assist the select- 
men with all matters of waste management. 


Whatever the details of Wilmot’s recycling program, the Townspeople will have 
ample opportunity to suggest improvements. Since recycling begins at home, the 
success of any program depends on public understanding and support.

REPORT OF THE WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Most of our energy this past year was devoted to the plans for expansion of 
the library building. Following the vote of confidence at Town Meeting, we sub- 
mitted the application for matching Federal funds in early April. The building 
committee worked diligently with our architect to answer all questions raised by 
those interested in the project; the NH Division of Historical Resources, the Gover- 
nor’s Commission on the Handicapped, our Selectmen, and the NH State Library. 
In anticipation of approval, we put an ad in the Argus-Champion in August in- 
viting interested contractors to contact us. Unfortunately the wheels of bureaucracy 
turn very slowly. By the time we received our final approval and all conditions 
thereof were met, it was too late in the year to begin construction. Work will begin 
as soon as weather conditions are favorable. 


We are very grateful to an active Friends of the Library group. Their fund rais- 
ing efforts have been very successful. They sponsored several programs during 
the year: Dr. Alan Koop speaking on the Stark POW Camp, Jane Kenyon for an 
evening of poetry, Douglas Leach discussing the wildflowers of NH, and Patrick 
Anderson with a program on wild west movies. The Friends also organized a very 
successful Crafts Fair in July. It was a glorious day and the event was well attend- 
ed. They have also taken over the annual Book Sale in August and are now purchas- 
ing a book a month for the library. 


Kathi Donovan, Librarian, continues to work diligently to improve services at 
the library. She conducted a reading program during the summer in conjunction 
with the Beach Program. There is a story hour for pre-schoolers each Wednesday 
morning and the children in the Learning Place come regularly to check out books. 
Those youngsters who attended thoroughly enjoyed the planetarium set up by the 
Montshire Museum in our Town Hall last March. 


The library has joined a cooperative to circulate PBS videotapes. We have also 
purchased some Books on Tape. The library provides books for shut-ins, large 
print books, and can obtain any book not in the library through inter-library loan. 
We have issued new library cards in compliance with the right to privacy law. 
There were 22 new patrons in 1989. 


The inventory of books is an ongoing project in anticipation of rearrangement 
of the stacks. There are a number of books missing, long overdue. With the in- 
creased cost of books it is important that patrons return borrowed materials. 


As always, we thank our faithful volunteers who keep the library open when 
Kathi is not there and who are willing helpers in much of the behind the scenes 
work: Lynn Bacon, Elizabeth Hill, Dickie and David Hopper, Janet and George 
Howe, Clara Langley, Lorna McConnell, Mary Jane Schoeler, Donna Sweet, Judy 
Walker, Helen White, Fran Wilcox and Loretta Zuger.

REPORT OF THE FRIENDS 
OF THE WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY, INC. 


This past year has been a year of growth for the Friends of the Library. Our 
membership increased to 150 from 97 last year. As a result of this increase in 
membership as well as the various fund-raising efforts, the Friends were able to 
donate approximately $2,180 to the Library.

It was a beautiful day, 
and many people stopped by to learn from the variety of talented people here in 
Wilmot. 

In September, the Friends began purchasing a “‘book of the month’’ for the 
Library from the Librarian’s “‘wish list.’ We also bought a National Geographic 
game at Christmastime. | 


We are all looking forward to having the library expansion become a reality 
during 1990. The Friends will be involved in many ways during this time and will 
continue to support the Library Trustees in the year ahead.

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1989 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


In 1989, the Planning Board considered a total of eleven applications for sub- 
division. The majority of these were proposals for simple subdivision of a parcel 
of land into two lots. In this category, the Board approved the creation of twelve 
new lots. 


In the category of more complex subsivision applications, seeking the creation 
of more than three new lots, four proposals were approved by the Board. Among 
these approvals were plans for two relatively large subdivisions that the Board 
believes are attractive and well served by good roads and utility service. One is 
a new eleven-lot subdivision on Rte. 4A in Wilmot Center and the other is a seven- 
teen-lot subdivision on Shindagin Road in Wilmot Flat. Additionally the Board 
approved two requests for annexations. 


Site plan review activity diminished somewhat this year in the number of ap- 
plications considered although the complexity of the proposals increased. Approvals 
were granted for four site plans including two business locations on Rte. ll, one 
business/recreational use on Pine Hill Road and a small telephone switching sta- 
tion on Rte. 4A and Bunker Hill Road. A proposal to expand and intensify the 
use of a bulk storage facility was denied by the Board. 


An increase in conceptual discussions with potential applicants for subdivision 
and/or site plan approvals was experienced in 1989. The Board entered into these 
pre-formal process discussions with eight individuals. This activity is beneficial 
to both the applicants and the Board because it identifies potential problems early 
and it provides guidance to applicants as to how their plans and paperwork may 
be improved. It is not uncommon for a potential applicant to abandon or dramatical- 
ly alter his plans after a conceptual discussion once he identifies where the probl- 
ems will arise in the more formal application and public hearing process. 


The Planning Board spent considerable time in 1989 making improvements to 
the subdivision regulations. The Board also appointed an Ad Hoc Committee of 
townspeople on the issue of a proposed commercial zone for Wilmot. That com- 
mittee has completed its work and the fruits of its efforts will appear as a proposal 
for a Commercial district on Rte. 1] on this year’s town meeting ballot. The Plan- 
ning Board thanks this committee for its work and urges the townspeople to sup- 
port the commercial zone proposal and the Flood Plain amendments by voting 
for them on Town Meeting Day. 


I am pleased to again extend the Board’s annual accolade and gratitude to our 
secretary, Betsy Forsham, for all her hard work and attention to duty. I don’t know 
how we'd do it without her!

We 
also responded to several calls as standby for the Volunteer Fire Department in 
case of injury. In working closely with our Fire Dept. we have purchased halogen 
lights for illumination of accident scenes and/or fires. These lights will be carried 
on the Fire truck along with our larger equipment such as backboards and splints. 
When we are called out we will be able to call on our Fire Dept. for assistance 
with lighting and supplies. The Fire Dept. will also be able to light their areas 
well while responding to fires. 


We wish to thank those who have so generously supported our squad this past 
year through donated funds in memory of loved ones and as thank-yous for our 
service. Due to this type of generosity we have been able to keep our supplies 
well stocked and have funds available for additional equipment. We also would 
like to extend a special thank-you to Dr. Russell Jones for his enthusiastic support 
to our members in educational classes. This is a big help for our members to 
certify as well as recertify. We have also started meeting monthly to review stan- 
dards as well as update ourselves on new information. 


We wish to thank the Wilmot Grange for the great honor we were presented 
with this past year. We received certificates as well as marble paperweights for 
recognition of our Volunteer Service in the community. We were also presented 
with Teddy Bears from a State Committee for child abuse. These Teddy Bears 
are to be used on our calls involving young children providing them with security 
needed in an Emergency situation. Our Police Chief, Paul Barton, also received 
one for his car. 


If you are interested in joining our F.A.S.T. Squad please contact one of our 
members. Our squad is strictly volunteer and our members all have family, jobs, 
and other responsibilities and hope that all calls can be covered. By increasing 
our membership we also increase our volunteer services.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average 
number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled 
without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning 
fires that escaped control. All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “‘No person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any 
material, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining 
a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burn- 
ing is to be done.’’ 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail 
and you are also liable for paying for all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns 
in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in Allenstown, 
Alton, Chesterfield, Concord areas, as well as the 100-acre fire on Mt. Belknap 
in Gilford.
